U.S. bishops make urgent plea 
for end to Vietnam war 


WASHINGTON, D.C. — Education, peace, 
poverty, marriage annulments and the concern 
for better rapport between priests and bishops 
were among major questions confronting more 
than 200 U.S. bishops at their annual meeting. 


The bishops issued a wide-ranging pastoral 
statement on Catholic education, their first 
major document since 1968 and the first using 
wide consultation with the laity. (See Talking 
Point page 7.) 


Citing grave ‘‘moral’’ concern, they also made 
an urgent plea for an end to the Vietnam war, for 
reconciliation of conscientious objectors and for 
‘the rebuilding of war-torn Southeast Asia. 


THE BISHOPS approved a strong recom- 
mendation calling for increased attention to the 
needs of the rural poor, observing that the 
poverty found in the rural sections of the nation 
is directly contributory to poverty and 
deterioration in the urban communities. 


In two important ‘‘in-house’’ actions, the 
bishops established a Standing Committee on the 
Priestly Life and Ministry and set up a per- 
manent office to aid that committee as. a voice 
and sounding board for the clergy. 


The bishops also asked the Vatican to extend 


the use of three special ‘‘American’’ norms for 
diocesan marriage courts. : 


CALLED “INDISPENSABLE”? by man 
bishops, the norms have contributed to more 
efficient operation of the marriage courts and 
have caused a marked increase in annulment 
cases resolved over the years. 


In other actions, the bishops’ vocations 
committee said the shortage of priests ‘‘is the 
No. 1 crisis in the Church’? and urged that 
vocations be given “‘first priority.” 


Auxiliary Bishop Raymond Vonesh of Joliet, 
Ill., head of the committee, called for more 
vocations directors, noting that only 18 per cent 
of dioceses have a director. 

THE BISHOPS approved the writing of a 
pastoral letter on devotion to the Blessed Virgin - 
Mary. It will be prepared under the direction of 
Cardinal John Carberry of St. Louis. 


Cardinal John Krol of Philadelphia, head of the 
National Conference of Catholic Bishops, said 
the bishops’ Vietnam statement was a ‘“‘positive, 
forward-looking thrust’’ since it urged a 
negotiated settlement and reconstruction — ‘‘the 
healing of wounds.”’

An announcement 
would say what has changed, but a meeting explains why and 
shows how to handle change. It takes a couple of hours, but 
there’s something for everyone to learn; so we think you 
should find it worthwhile.

AN OPTIMISTIC picture of state and 
federal aid to parents of private school 
children has been given recently by Catholic 
and public educational spokesmen. 


Joseph P. McElligott, head of the 
California Catholic Conference education 
division, said that chances look good for 
passage of bills in Congress and the state 
legislature to give parents tax credit for 
each child in a nonpublic school. 


And recently State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction Wilson Riles said he 
supported the state measure “‘if it proves to 
be constitutional.” 


McELLIGOTT, who speaks for the 
California bishops on educational matters, 
addressed a parent-teacher group at the 
Nazareth school, Mission San Diego de 
Alcala. 


‘All indications are that the federal tax 
credit bill will be passed by the 93rd 
Congress.in 1973,”’ he said. ‘‘And at the state 
level, AB 1724 is before the 13-member 
Senate Finance Committee and is expected 
to be heard Nov. 27.” 


He stressed that ‘especially encouraging 


is the fact that the state legislative coun- 
sels have said provisions of the bill are 
constitutionally sound. 


“PASSAGE OF federal and state bills will 
do much to assure the survival of pluralistic 
educational opportunities for low and 
middle income families in California.” 


The state measure would permit parents 
to deduct up to $100 from state income tax 
for each child in a private school, depend- 
ing on annual income. 


AB 1724 has been passed by the state 
Assembly and the Senate Revenue and 
Taxation Committee. If approved by the 
Finance Committee and the full Senate it 
would go to Gov. Ronald Reagan. 


THE CONGRESSIONAL bill would give 
parents tax credit for one-half of tuition — 
with a $200 maximum — for each child in 
private school. 


Riles’ comments on the state measure 
came at a meeting of Catholic school ad- 
ministrators in San Francisco. 


He said he was ‘‘deeply grateful’ to them 
for not “‘ducking the responsibility of in- 
tegration” and for not allowing parents to 
use “‘your schools as havens to retreat from 
public school integration plans.”

When 
Father Eugene Speno was 
pastor, 1966-68, the church 
was renovated, giving it a 
“new look.”

Swords into razor blades 


As rumors of peace and negotiations for peace fill 
the air and the stock market reacts like a fever-ridden 
patient, we can ponder the words of President Dwight 
D. Eisenhower on salvaging money from defense 
programs. 


Nearly 20 years ago, when he had been President 
only a few months, ‘‘Ike’’ spoke to the American 
Society of Newspaper Editors on the frustration of 
rising defense costs. It was a remarkable statement 
from a ‘man of war’ turned President. He said: 


“Every gun that is made, every warship launched, 
every rocket fired signifies, in the final sense, a theft from 
those who hunger and are not fed, those who are cold 
and are not clothed. 

“This world in arms is not spending money alone. It 
is spending the sweat of its laborers, the genius of its 
scientists, the hopes of its children. 

“The cost of one modern heavy bomber is this: a mod- 
ern brick school in more than 30 cities. 

“It is two electric power plants, each serving a town 
of 60,000 population. It is two fine, fully equipped hospi- 
tals. It is some 50 miles of concrete highway. 

“We pay for a single fighter plane with a half million 
bushels of wheat. We pay for a single destroyer with new 
homes that could have housed more than 8,000 people... 


“This is not a way of life at all, in any true sense. 
Under the cloud of threatening war, it is humanity hang- 
ing from a cross of iron.” Z 


Thanksgiving thought 


“Ike’s” thoughts of 20 years ago reflect military 
spending which would look infinitesimal by today’s 
standards. The world, in its crazy pattern, spends 
nearly three times on arms what it spends on health 
and one and a half times what is spent on education. 
Who is responsible for most of the spending? Those six 
“international leaders” known as the United States, 
the Soviet Union, the Republic of China, France, Great 
Britain and West Germany. 


Can we really imagine what this diocese could do 
with the price of a single bomber, or an attack-fighter 
aircraft? The whole national Campaign for Human 
Development, run by our bishops, is truly peanuts 
compared to the cost of an F-111 swing-wing aircraft. 


Does religion count? 


It certainly appears that religion is not a factor in 
elections. It does not arise as an issue. It is interesting 


- to see that, of the 50 governors now in office, 12 are 


Catholics — more than any other religious group. 
There were previously nine in those mansions. 
In the U.S. Senate we have 14 who give their religious 
affiliation as Catholic: Bartlett, Biden, Buckley, 
Cooke, Domenici, Eagleton, Hart, Kennedy, McIn- 
tyre, Mansfield, Montoya, Muskie, Pastore and 
Tunney. . 


A time to visit 


It was very tempting — there was a seat available 
on the plane for Rome and it was raining heavily in 
San Diego. I was down at the airport last week to see 
the 180 people who flew on a special charter flight to 
Rome for 10 days. All wearing identity labels, they 
probably comprised the largest Catholic group ever to 
fly out of here to Rome on a pilgrimage.

Holyland (amusement park) 


With memories of Bible Land near Temecula which 
was closed by the new alignment of Route 163 (U.S. 
395) through the hills northeast of Fallbrook, I was 
interested to see that in Mobile, Ala., someone is 
plannning to build a $10,000,000 biblical amusement 
park on 225 acres. 

Fellow columnist Ellis L. Spackman, of the San 
Bernardino Sun, had some amusement of his own with 
the idea recently, of which this is an extract: 


“It is to be called Holyland. For only $6 per capita, 
the tourists can climb the Tower of Babel (or take the 
elevator), be swallowed up by Jonah’s whale, pet the 
animals in Noah’s Ark, ride a slave barge across the 
Sea of Galilee, visit heaven and. hell and thrill to 
gladiator fights in the Colosseum. 


“And all this under the watchful eye of a 13-story 
fiberglass statue of Jesus. This is just a very partial 
listing of the attractions. We may be reasonable sure 
that Salome will be dancing somewhere and that those 
over 18 may be able to meet Potiphar’s wife.” 


It is amusing to speculate, as Spackman does. But if 
we cast our minds back a few centuries, surely the 
earlier magnificent churches and cathedrals were, in 
their time and way, an instructional museum and 
display of the Bible story? All those wonderful stained- 
glass windows, statues and artifacts provided en- 
tertainment as well as instructional value. 


Cancer and virus 


In the past two or three years the acceptance of the 
theory that certain cancers may be from a virus — if 
that layman’s description is accurate — is nothing 
new to Dr. Virginia Livingston. Her work at the 
University of San Diego, continuing research into her 
theory of virus, goes back many more years, but was

JONATHAN SWIFT believed that to 
call a man ungrateful was to sum up all 
the evil of which one can be guilty.

In marriage, where love is given 
freely, with true consideration for the 
other, there is real gratitude for simply 
the opportunity to love. 


WHERE LOVE IS self-conscious and 
egotistic, not even a partner’s lifetime 
devotion may suffice to evoke a 
genuine thankfulness. 


Perhaps Thanksgiving should be for 
us the start of a New Year, with new 
resolutions to give our friends and 
neighbors greater reason for gratitude 
in knowing us. To show our families by 
the way we live our lives that we 
respect and honor them.

Talking Point 


Bishops’ education pastoral urges renewal and action

THE U.S. CATHOLIC bishops, in a major 
pastoral statement, reaffirmed the traditional 
mission of Christian education and urged all 
Catholics to “‘maintain and strengthen’’ its 
purposes — to teach doctrine, build community 
and serve. 


Warning that the Catholic school system is 
“shrinking’’ and undergoing a financial crisis, 
the 28-page pastoral, ‘“To Teach as Jesus Did,” 
called for a series of specific steps for action and 
a “‘renewal’’ of purpose and organization. 

The statement, in preparation for over a year 
under the auspices of the Education Committee 
of the U.S. Catholic Conference, was approved 
by a vote of 197 to 29, with four abstentions by the 
membership of the National Conference of 
Catholic Bishops at their Washington, D.C., 
meeting. 

AUXILIARY BISHOP William McManus of 
Chicago said during a press conference that the 
pastoral is unprecedented in that it is the first to 
reflect sentiments from the whole Catholic 
community. Many levels of the Church. were 
involved in the study that led to the draft 


presented to the bishops. 


‘American imperative’ 
for educational freedom 


Stressing the need for ‘‘many different 
educational programs and institutions’ in the 
total education ministry, the pastoral pointed out 
that planning and implementation ‘“‘must involve 
the entire Catholic community . . . particularly 
Catholic parents . . .” . 

The bishops’ statement also urged cooperation 
and collaboration among priests, religious, lay 
teachers and administrators as ‘‘full partners in 
the Catholic educational enterprise . . .”’ 

“AS WITH RELIGIOUS,”’ the pastoral con- 
tinued, ‘‘so with lay teachers and ad- 
ministrators, the Catholic community invites not 
only their continued service but also their in- 
creased participation in planning and decision- 
making and their continuing emergence in 
leadership roles.” 

Noting an ‘‘American imperative’ for 
educational freedom and diversity, the 
statement said, ‘‘The right of parents to exercise 
genuine freedom of choice in education in ways 
consistent with the principles of justice and 
equality must be recognized and made 
operative.” 

In this connection, the pastoral called for 
“special attention” to those who suffer from 
“educational disadvantages.” It said ‘“‘the 


development of Catholic education in this. 


country up to now reflects the religious freedom 
which Catholics enjoy in the U.S.”’ It added that 
any elimination ‘‘of viable educational alter- 
natives is intolerable...” 


IN AN OVERT PLEA for government aid for 
Catholic schools, the pastoral observed that ‘‘at 
the level of institutional commitment, too, 
service of the public interest is a noble quality of 


Catholic and other nonpublic schools in. 


America.” 
Declaring that ‘‘many benefits flow from the 


‘_.. noble quality of 
Catholic schools’ 


private educational effort into the life blood of 
the nation,’ the pastoral said, ‘“‘These schools 
supply a diversity which the American 
educational system will otherwise lack . . . 
partners in the total American educational 
enterprise. 

“Most important, the commitment of Catholic 
schools to Christian values and the Christian 
moral code renders a profound service to a 
society which depends on spiritual values and 
good moral conduct for its very survival.” 

THE BISHOPS indicated that the pastoral was 
not ‘‘the final word”’ on Catholic education in the 
U:S., but, like the message and mission of Jesus 
Christ, is ongoing. 

“The Christian community has every reason 
for hope in confronting the challenge of the 
educational ministry today,”’ the pastoral said. 
“We face problems: so did those who came 


before us, and so will those who follow.” 


The pastoral, generally divided into five parts, 
focused largely on ‘“forms’’ of Catholic 
education, covering adult and higher education, 
and the educational ministry to youth in major 
sections. Seminary education was not included 
because that aspect was dealt with in another 
document. 


‘learning is a 
life-long experience’ 


OF ADULT EDUCATION, it said that today, 
more than ever, ‘‘it is important to recognize 
that learning is a life long experience. . . . It is 
essential that . . . programs recognize not only 


the particular aims of adults, but also their’ 


maturity and experience.” The pastoral also 
stressed the need for ‘‘family life’? education and 
the role of parents as educators. 

Relating adult education to current social ills, 
the statement noted that ‘‘the social doctrine of 
the gospel” aims to reconcile, not antagonize. It 
said that the gospel’s proclamation must be 
forthright, even when it ‘‘challenges widely 
accepted attitudes and practices.” 

Turning to the future of the educational 


ministry to youth, the pastoral acknowledged 
many ‘‘problems’’ of concern to the entire 
Catholic community, especially with regard to 
those students in public schools. Among other 
things, it called for ‘‘parish educational centers”’ 
and ‘“‘regional catechetical centers”’ to offset the 
absence of Catholic schools. 

THE PASTORAL ALSO urged that ‘‘voluntary 
service’ in religious education programs be 
strengthened. 

“‘Careful attention should be given to providing 
education to members of minority groups and to 
involving them in the mainstream of the 
catechetical effort,” the statement said. 

Terming planning ‘‘essential,” the pastoral 
said ‘‘the comprehensive vision of the Christian 
ministry in education, and integrated structures 
to embody it, seem now to offer the best hope for 
achieving the greatest success with the largest 
number of Catholic children and young people, 
both those who attend Catholic schools and those 
who do not.” 


‘community of faith. . . 
living, conscious active’ 


HOWEVER, THE pastoral emphasized that 
Catholic schools still ‘‘afford the fullest and best 
opportunity’’ to realize the purpose of Christian 
education among youth. 

“More than any other proBram of education 
sponsored by the Church, the Catholic school has 
the opportunity and obligation to be unique, 
contemporary, and oriented to Christian ser- 
vice,” the pastoral declared. 

‘All those involved in the Catholic school — 
parents, pastors, teachers, administrators and 
students — must earnestly desire to make it a 
community of faith which is indeed ‘living, 
conscious and active.” 

IN THE PREFACE to the document it was 
observed that the pastoral was written against 
the background of Vatican II, which requested 
national hierarchies to issue statements on the 
educational ministry considered in the context of 
the Church and society in their own country. 

“It will serve a useful purpose if it proved a 
catalyst for the efforts to deal realistically with 
problems of polarization and confusion now 
confronting the educational ministry,” it said. 

“Within both the Christian community and the 
educational ministry the mission to teach as 
Jesus did is a dynamic mandate for Christians of 
all times, places and conditions.” 


‘dynamic mandate - to 
teach as Jesus did’ 
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Question: 
I believe in the authority of the 
Church and obedience. But when 
there are different opinions in the 
Church today among those in author- 
ity, is not our first obedience to the 
Pope, and also our own conscience if 
we are guided by prayer and the Holy 
Spirit? 


The existence of authority obviously 
implies the duty of obedience, both of which 
are found legitimately in the Church. While 
it has been attempted and even recom- 
mended, however, there really is no such 
thing as “‘blind” obedience. As the crowning 
touch of creation, man has been given 
rationality: he can act with purpose and 
love with freedom. 


In his truly human acts, man is aided by 
conscience; this is not an in-built, ready- 
to-go sort of eight track stereo cartridge, but 
a faculty of judgment that gradually 
receives sufficient information enabling it 
to make moral decisions. 


In regard to conscience, man has two 
obligations: first, to acquire a well formed 
conscience and, second, to follow that con- 
science. 


In the realm of doctrine and faith, the 
authority of the Church sometimes — not 
often — specifies through a dogmatic state- 
ment what is the tradition of the believing 
community (for example, the dogma of the 
assumption) and legitimately expects the 
obedience of the faithful in assenting this 
truth. 


For the most part, though, the teaching 
authority in the Church respects the exis- 
tence of, and encourages, theological 
pluralism: many theological statements 
admit of divergent interpretations. 

In this case, one is free to accept a view- 
point of his choice, provided that his opin- 
ion does not contradict other teachings of 
the Church. 


We obviously look to the Holy Father as 
the visible guarantor of the Catholic faith, 
and his statements through encyclical let- 
ters and other documents deserve close 


attention even though they are not infalli- 
ble documents. 

This, along with prayer and serious study, 
will help us to form judgments and respect 
the freedom of others to hold different opin- 
ions. 


Question: 

How far is “too far” in petting? My 
girl friend and I talk about this a lot 
and she says that even a very passion- 
ate kiss could be “too far.”

VATICAN CITY — Satan 
and his evils are the ‘‘No. 1 
enemy’’ of the world, Pope 
Paul told a general audience. 


“Do we not see how much 


evil is in the world?” he 
asked. 
‘‘Are we believers not 


those who are most troubled 
by the observation and ex- 
perience to evil? We are all 
under an obscure: 
domination... it is by satan, 
prince of this world.” 
VATICAN observers said 
the Pope was concerned over 
the spread of satanic and 
spiritualistic cults. The evil 
he was referring to, they 


said, included narcotics, 
pronography and 
promiscuity. 


Pope Paul criticized those 
who question the existence of 
satan, stressing that ‘‘this 
obscure and disturbing being 
does exist... 


“He is a terrific reality 
mysterious and awe: 
inspiring. We know from the 
Gospels he is a_ living 
spiritual being — pervertec 
and perverting truly 
existing and still acting witk 


‘treacherous astuteness.”’ 


OBSERVING that people 
pay ‘‘scearce attention’”’ to the 
devil, the Pope said that 
satan nevertheless does have 
a dominating influence on 
people, communities ano 
events.
